Anctvsphoro 
or region is opened to men, as if one who 
had boon born blind hid. the scnao of sight 
given to him. 


(2) Ho gives through.-tho Holy Spirit, 


•rvhom He sends to bo ever with us, impart- 
ing life and activity to tip rnqral and spir- 
itual nature. 


(3) Ho nourishes ovcry faculty of the 


soul, enlarging and strengthening them ail, 
and thus tho soul grows iu perception, in 
power, la activity.

For tho 
aako of a little rest, Jesus took His dis- 
ciples away into a. desert (uninhabited 
place). But this effort was vain, for.tho 
people followed Him on foot. Tho Master, 
therefore, again began to teach and to heal;1 
As the day camo to a close, tho crowd 
showed no inclination to leave, and the dis- 
ciples asked Him to souil them away so as 
to get food for themselves. In reply Jesus 
says: "They need not depart; pivo yo them 
to eat." 
In great astonishment tho dis- 


ciples answered: ""We havo hero but Cvo 
loaves and two fishes." These were- per- 
haps enough for two mon, but there were 
nve thousand men in. that assembly, be- 
sides womon and children. But the Saviour 
Jcnow Ei3 own power; so Eo called for the 
bread and fish, and commanded the multi- 
tudoto sit down, in orderly array on, tho 
grass. Then Ho blessed those five loafos 
and two flshes and began to giro theovto 
His disciples. They, in turn, distributes: 
them to tho multitude. All ato, and alt 
wero satisfied; andwhon they'got through,, 
tho fragments wore gathered together, and' 
they found that twelve baskets wero neces- 
sary to contain what had boon loft over. .-..'.' 


Jesus knew the real noedsof the multiJ 


tudo. Eo knew they wero needy in more* 
senses than one. 
They had temporal 


needs at this time. Far away from home-, 
they were hungry and had nothing with 
which to supply thoir wants. Thcro seemfi 
ito havo been real danger that they would 
.faint by tho way, if they wero sent away 
unfed. But they had spiritual natures too; 
and these were in groat r.eod as well. From 
scribes and Pharisees they received nothing 
but "husks,"and on these they starved. To 
meet both tho needs of body and soal. tho 
Master exerted His power. Ho oared for 
the ono as woll as for tho other, .so that 
when they left Him their s!ok wero healed, 
their bodies wero fed, end their souls had 
been carod for. Now this multitu. J was 
very like any gathering of people in our days. 
Wo, too, havo our various needs. 
Some 


need work, some food, some healing, some 
spiritual lifo. No man in this world who 
has no needs whatever. Bo ho over so rich, 
still there is somothing that ho needs.—lien.

SAM HOUSTON'S SECRET. 


U'liy Ho Wcsd-tcil His Brlilo nml VTont to 


Llvo Anioilff tho Indian*. 


The blank In the history o£ tho famous 


Sam Houston has at last been filled up. It 
will be remembered that after living tor 
some time among the Cherokee Indians 
and flshting in too war of 1812 ha settled 
in Tennessee, bagan tho practice of law, 
was twice elected to Congress and in 1S27 
was elected Governor of Tennessee, and 
in January, 132?, he was married to tha 
bello of Tennessee, and la loss than ttvo 
months after hi? marriage ho suddenly 
resigned the Governorship, deserted his 
wife and homo, and disappeared. This 
created an intense sensation 
through- 


out 
tha 
country, 
as 
Houston 
was 


regarded 
as 
tho 
most 
promising 


man 
in 
the 
South. 
The 
cause of 


Houston's resignation of tbe G-overnorshlp, 
his desertion of his bride and his abandon- 
ment o£ tho path of civilization has al- 
ways boon a mystery. Ho never revealed 
it himself to his civilized friends. A staff 
correspondent of tho St. Louis Republican, 
sent to Talequah, L T., to write up tho 
Indian troubles, obtained from undoubted 
authority facts that clear up tha mystery. 


When "Houston resignod tbe governor- 


ship he rode straight from Tocnassau's 
capital to the Arkansas rivor. Ho fell in 
with a band of Osafce Indians near tho 
present site- of Fort Gibson, told thorn ho 
desired to livo with tho tribe, nnd ho was 
welcomed. He donnod a breech clout and 
blanket, .-ihaved liis hoad to the crown 
and daubed i;i« faco with paint. He out 
Limsolf oil' entirely from civilization, and 
lived with the Indians. 


For a time ho was a loador and married 


an Indian girl, but afterward iio bocanio ft 
drur.kanl. Wliilo under tho infiuonco of 
whisky ho told tho story ot bis flicht 
from Tuar.osson to John.Torioy, an Indian 
companion. 
.Farley told it to Wolf Star, 


and from tho latter tho corrospondout 
got it. 
Houston's wifo married him to please 


her parents. She hnd buou previously en- 
gaged to a young man in Nashville, but, 
under parental influence, broke o£E th(> en- 
gagement and accepted Houston's olorof 
marriage, and, in view of his prospects, it 
was thought sha had made u brilliant 
match. 
Ho loved tho young woman, nnd 


was made to beliova that, sho roturnod his 
affection. 
Houston had no knowlodgo of 


tho previous engagement, and his wife 
managed to maintain outward cheerful- 
ness for f.omo tiniQ. 
Ko returned homo 


ono night about eleven o'clock and his 
wiTo was in bed and sho was weeping. 
Tho busbnnd was solicitous and tho wifo 
fretful. 
Ho asked ivljnt caused her tears, 


nnd sho gava no satisfactory answer. He 
importuned her, and at last she told him. 


She said she was a bad, wicked woman; 


that sl;o did not lovo Lor husband, but 
loved another man; that sho never conld 
love hoi' husband or forgot tho other man, 
nnd that her lifo was miserable. Houston 
never said a word, but immediately wont 
to his office, wroto bin resignation as 
Governor, saddled ahorse and rode into _ 
the wildornoss. This is tho mystery oC __ 
Houston's lite as revealed by himself.

Houston kept a llttio stovo among tho 


Indians, nnd r.iways had «• barrel of whis- t 
ky on tap. Ho drank all tho time. In this I 
way ho lived for a couplo of years. Ho 
liua'.ly wont to Texas, where his brilliant 
caf-ocr u.s a so dior in tho Toxas war, as 
President of tha Texas republic and Sena- 
tor from tho State of Texan is woll known.
